cartridge attached to a ring, which had 
been found among the khalifa’s effects 
brought down from Omdurman. 
The former prisoner of the khalifa 
was visibly touched at the sight of an 
object he had last seen under circum­ 
stances of an exciting and dramatic na­ 
ture. The case contained a paper on 
which was written in French, English 
and German: 
"This crano has been 
bred and 
brought ap on my estate at Ascania 
Nova, in the province of Tanride, in

south Russia. Whoever catches or kills 
this bird is requested to communicate 
with me and inform me where it oc­ 
curred. 
"F. R. F alzfein 
"September, 1892.” 
The story of th-a Russian crane is 
familiar to readers of Sir Rudolf Slatin’s 
book. The khalifa sent for his prisoner 
one morning nnd, placing a metal case 
in his hand, suspiciously asked bim to 
open it and see what it contained. 
Slatin did so. read the paper inclosed 
and replied that the case had evidently 
been fastened to the neck of a bird 
which had been kiUed. 
"You have spoken the truth.” said 
the khalifa more amiably. 
"The bird 
was killed by a shaifa near Dongola, 
and the cartridge case was found at­ 
tached to its neck.” The case and its 
contents were taken from the prisoner, 
to be thus returned to him in Cairo as 
a memento of the days of hia cruel cap­ 
tivity.—New York Herald.

He said 
the heat on the march was so great that 
in the canyons they stripped to their 
underclothes, and so moved on.” 
"Yes, I knew Len Wood when we 
were boys together at the old Beach 
schoolhouse years ago.” said a broad 
shouldered carpenter. 
"W hat sort of a boy was he?” 
"A fine fellow, top and bottom; mind­ 
ed his own business and played all the 
games going like the rest of the boys; 
light hair, blue eyes, tall, slim, uot 
stocky like me, and the boys liked him.

A visit to the widowed mother of 
General Leonard Wood brought out 
some very interesting facts about the 
boyhood and antecedents of tho present 
governor of Santiago. 
That good soldier, so much in the 
public eye of late, is the eldest son of 
the late Dr. C. J. Wood and Caroline 
E. Wood (nee Hager) of Weston, Mass 
He was raised in Wenanmet village, 
town of Bourne, Cape Cod, and his fa 
ther’s house—a square, semicolonia 
structure of about the style of 1812, 
still stands on its broad backed hill 
overlooking the waters of Buzzard’s bay 
and its nmnerons islands and rugged 
headlands, from the head of the bay, 
where Joe Jefferson’s Eagle’s 
Nest 
shows with its Dutch windmill, through 
the pines to Gray Gables, south to 
Wood’s Holl and the broader waters of 
Martha’s Vineyard sound. 
"Yes," Mrs. Wood said in response 
to the reporter's congratulations on the 
place her son had won in the good will 
of the American people, "Leonard is 
my boy, and I am very proud of bim 
The boy never gave me any trouble, 
and the man is a great comfort to me. 
No, I can’t s,:y there was anything re­ 
markable aiM»nt his boyhood. He always 
was a tho.1 ■.-fitful boy and always busy 
about something, was a great reader of 
all sorts of books, novels included, and 
was never sick. 
"When his father died he went to 
Cambridge Medical college. He always 
said from the start that he was going to 
be a sailor or a doctor, and he is very 
fond of the water. When ho graduated 
he practiced a year or so in Boston and 
then got ai\ appointment in the army 
(his father was a surgeon in the civil 
war, yon know) and went west. There 
he was in the Indian wars (Sionx- 
Apache). 
He went very much among 
the Indians in peace as a surgeon and 
always said he was never afraid of them 
—he could trust them. 
He was with 
General Lawton when he followed Clwef 
Geronimo and was one of the few that 
held through until the capture. He said 
the heat on the march was so great that 
in the canyons they stripped to their 
underclothes, and so moved on." 
"Yes, I knew Len Wood when we 
were boys together at the old Beach 
schoolhouse years ago."said a broad 
shou fileted carpenter. 
"W hat sort of a boy was he?" 
"A fine fellow, top and bottom ; mind­ 
ed his own business and played all the 
games going like the rest of the boys;

mediately on the outbreak of war.

When asked about the criticism by 
the war commission of General Miles, 
Secretary Alger asked to be excused 
from talking'abuut that. 
Secretary Alger said in connection 
with the intended naming of a com­ 
manding officer for the army that he 
thought a regular army man would be 
named iii prt fen nee to a volunteer, al­ 
though congress could do as it wished 
a lion I such a matter. 
In speaking of the Philippice aud 
Santiago campaigns. Secretary Alger 
said: 
“General Shafter and hts expedition 
had to land on a hostile island and do 
the attacking during the woist season 
there, the hottest part of the rainy sea­ 
son. 
General Otis had been at Manila 
for some tune and he was prepared for 
the attack. 
In Santiago General Shaf­ 
ter had to attaek the Spaniards, while 
in the Philippines our forces occupied 
the position the Spuuiurds had rn San­ 
tiago.’’ 
General Alger said he wished to 
make no criticism of General Otis, who 
had done brilliant work in Manila. 
Secretary Alger spoke generally of 
the work now being done iii Cuba.

This linn yesterday broke the ice be­ 
tw een th e breakers ami the float and 
polled tw o fl Its loaded w ith coal to fhe 
float. 
This is all the coal the firm lias 
in stock and by tom trrow night the sup­ 
ply will be exhausted. 
At the Forster float the supply is 
equally small, and it is proh ible th e 
am ount will bo sold within a few davs 
T he E nterprise Coal com pany will be 
out ot coal by tom orrow evening. 
The 
Mooro com pany have exhausted their 
supply, and yesterdav and today have 
been hauling from the Euterpri.se com ­ 
pany. 
There 
aro very few prospects for 
coal cximlng to this citv by rail. 
Yard- 
m aster Savage has received car cards 
from the mines in Pennsylvania, but as 
these were received last week and the 
coal has not yet arrived, it is feared the 
cars have been lost.

All tlu* prisoners in the presidio, with 
the exception of a lew Chinamen and 
five Spanish oi'icers, who were formerly 
in charge of the prison, are Filipinos. 
Three of the s panish officers are charged 
w ith embezzling $16,233.32 from the 
funds of th. prison between Aug. 13 
and Get. I. 1898, during which time 
they were co'tinned in charge under 
our adm instration. The first step taken 
by our ant m ritit■«. v 
to free the mis­ 
erable culprits win had for years car­ 
ried w ith I bent tdi** crude Spanish shac­ 
kles. diiis was done early in our occu­ 
pancy. and over 300 of these wretched 
prisoners then took their first unfettered 
step for y**Hrs. 
Gin poor cid decrepit 
native had be* ii shack!* d for 20 years, 
and he had actually forgotten how to 
walk. The last < f the 20 Spaniards con­ 
fined here, excepting tile five Spanish 
officers before mentioned, had been in 
prison for IOC, years w ithout tho privi­ 
lege of a trial and w ithout having had 
any official charges preferred against 
him. 
In some manner he had incurred 


and assaulting officers. Their routine is 
much the same as in quarters, but til* y 
are closely guarded 
and during tin 
time of their imprisonm ent they a n ­ 
not perm itted to see or talk to any one. 
I have been told by old prisoners that 
it was tin* custom of the Spanish offi­ 
cials to amuse themselves by torturing 
prisoners iii every way that a corrupt 
Spanish mind could contemplate. Their 
bones were scraped w ith bayonets, pins 
were driv* ii under their finger nails. 
their eyeballs were scraped w ith sand­ 
paper. they were suspended by the toes 
or the thumbs, and their shoulders were 
dislocated by opposing sides pulling the 
prisoners’ arms at the end of a rope. 
Th ese tortures were continued until the 
garrote ended the unfortunate or until 
the cruel Spanish tired of the sport. 
Two years ago Dec. 20, 1890, 77 na­ 
tive prisoners, suspected participators 
in the rebellion, were shot down on the 
Lnnetta. 
The prisons were too crowd­ 
ed, and room had to be made for more 
wretched natives charged w ith offenses 
against priestly dignity or Spanish op­ 
pression and misrule.

AN ENGINEERING FEAT. 


S c h o o l P r i n c ip a l M a k e s a M o u n ta in 
S trea m D o t h e W o r k o f S te a m . 
The Miller Munnal school, in Albe­ 
marle county, one of the largest and 
most prosperous institutions cf the kind 
in the soutn, has recently accomplished 
one of the most interesting engineering 
feats th at has been attem pted in V ir­ 
ginia for some time. This school, which 
was provided for in the will cf the late 
Samuel M iller of Albemarle, is located 
near Greenwood depot, at the foot of 
the m ountains in th at county. 
U ntil 
recently till of the m achinery used in 
the various shops in the institution was 
driven by steam engines. 
Mr. Vawter, the principal of the 
school, conceived the idea of converting 
the old stream on the top of the m oun­ 
tains into m otive power to take the 
place of steam. 
A reservoir was con­ 
structed w ith a capacity of 10,000,000 
gallons, and into this the stream was 
diverted. 
The w ater is brought down 
from the reservoir to the workshops in 
heavy iron pipes. The elevation gives a 
fall of 250 feet, the highest fall used 
for m anufacturing purposes, probably, 
in Virginia. The turbine wheel, which 
is propelled by this steam, furnishes 
m otive power for generating electricity, 
which furnishes the motive power for 
driving all the m achinery.—Richmond 
Special Baltimore Sun. 


William Ramsey, a musician of the 
U. S. S. Newark, passed through this 
city last night going from the Brooklyn 
navy yard to Wheeling where he will 
spend a IO days’ furlough with friends.

“ Yes, I have heard of the Eighth Ohio 
b u n g in Santiago, and I have ulso heard 
the regim ent was well behaved while 
there. 
There were almost countless 
soldiers in Cuba, and we seamen could 
not distinguish one regim ent or com 
pally from another. 
“ A seam an’s life under the present 
w eather conditions is 
not the most 
pleasant in the world. 
Before I came 
ashore I had not washed my face and 
hands for four days. 
There is no warm 
w ater on board except in the boilers 
and cooking’dtpartm ent. and as a m at 
ter of fact the regular sailors cannot use 
that. 
“ W hen I return to the navy the ship 
will leave fortthe European station. 
“ I do not expect to be in this part of 
the country again for several years.”

This is tho “ Dark Hole of M anila,” 
tt*htre two years ago 50 of the IOO pris­ 
oners here confined perished in a single 
bight. 
Next in im portance to the great in ­ 
quisitional prisons the principal prison 
b the Presidio de M anila, or the P hil­ 
ippine penitentiary, which is situated 
st the corner of San Pedro street and 
Galle de Bilibid. 
Connected w ith this 
institution is also the Carcel de Bilibid 
snd the Bilibid m ilitary prison. 
This 
ancient and gloomy prison is nearly 200 
years old, and w ithin its moss covered 
avails have probably been witnessed as 
tttk'h suffering and misery as w ithin 
many times its area the world over 
Th** records now in possession of our 
authorities date back to 1808, and they 
tell some ghastly tales.

AN ENGINEERING FEAT. 


School Princlpnl Makes a Monntnln 
Stream Ho tho W o r k of Steum. 
The Miller Manual school, in Albe­ 
marle comity, one of the largest and 
most prosperous institutions cf the kind 
in the soiitn, has recently accomplished 
one of the most interesting engineering 
feats that has been attempted in Vir­ 
ginia for some time. This school, which 
was provided for in the will cf the late 
Samuel Miller of Albemarle, is located 
near Greenwood depot, at the foot of 
the mountains in that county. 
Until 
recently nil of the machinery used iii 
the various shops in the institution was 
driven by steam engines. 
Mr. Vawter, the principal of the 
school, conceived the idea of converting 
the old stream on the top of the moun­ 
tains into motive power to take the 
place of steam. 
A reservoir was con­ 
structed with a capacity of 10,090,000 
gallons, and into this the stream was 
diverted. 
The water is brought down 
from the reservoir to the workshops in 
heavy iron pipes. The elevation gives a 
fall of 250 feet, the highest fall used 
for m anufacturing purposes, probably, 
in Virginia. The turbine wheel, which 
is propelled by this steam, furnishes 
motive power for generating electricity, 
which furnishes the motive power for 
driving all the machinery.—Richmond 
Special Baltimore Sun.

A visit to the widowed mother of 
General Leonard Wood brought out 
some very interesting facts about the 
boyhood and antecedents of the present 
governor of Santiago. 
That good soldier, so much in the 
public eye of late, is the eldest son of 
the late Dr. C. J. Wood and Caroline 
E. Wood (nee Hager) of Weston, Mass. 
He was raised in W enanmet village, 
towrn of Bourne, Cape Cod, and his fa­ 
ther’s house—a square, semicolonial 
structure of about the style of 1812, 
still stands on its broad backed hill 
overlooking the waters of Buzzard’s bay 
and its numerous islands and rugged 
headlands, from the head of the bay, 
where 
Joe Jefferson’s Eagle’s 
Nest 
shows with its Dutch windmill, through 
the pines to Gray Gables, south to 
Wood’s Moll and the broader waters of 
M artha’s Vineyard sound. 
"Y es," Mrs. Wood said in response 
to the reporter’s congratulations on the 
place her son had won in the good will 
of the American people, "Leonard is 
my boy, and I am very prond of him 
The boy never gave me any trouble, 
and the man is a great comfort to me. 
No, I can ’t say there was anything re­ 
markable about his boyhood. Healways 
was a tho .1 fit tit I boy and always busy 
about something, was a great reader of 
all sorts of Ixioks. novels included, and 
was never sick. 
"W hen his father died he went to 
Cambridge Medical college. He always 
said from the start that he was going to 
be a sailor or a doctor, and he is very 
fond of the water. When he graduated 
he practiced a year or so iii Boston and 
then got ni^ appointment in the army 
(his father was a surgeon in the civil 
war, yon knew) and went west. There 
he was in the Indian wrars (Sionx- 
Apache). 
He went very much among 
the Indians in peace as a surgeon and 
always said he was never afraid of them 
—he could trust them. 
He was with 
General Lawton when he followed Cluef 
Geronimo and was one of the few that 
held through until the capture. He said 
the heat on the march was so great that 
in the canyons they stripped to their 
underclothes, and ho moved on." 
"Yes, I knew Len Wood when we 
were boys together at the old Beach 
schoolhouse years ago." said a broad 
shouldered carpenter.

“ I had quite a novel experience re 
cently. I ofiieiattd at a Cuban funeral. 
We have a Cuban cook whose name is 
Obispo Busto. 
His child died a few 
days ago, and as he could not afford to 
give it a decent burial he went to tin 
major and got permission to bury it in 
the government plot. 
As that work 
comes nuder my department the quar 
termaster sent me to take charge of the 
funeral. 
I got a couple of ambulances 
and the chaplain and I accompanied the 
parents and friends to the cemetery 
The coffin was lowered into the grave, 
the chaplain said a prayer, and then 
the relatives and friends in turn each 
took a handful of earth, touched it to 
their lips and dropped it on the coffin 
As a rule, not being able to afford a 
hearse, the friends of the deceased car­ 
ry the coffin on their shoulders to the 
cemetery. Sometimes the distance is se 
great they have to take food with them 
The ordinary hearse used by the pool 
Cubans is a black boxlike affair, with a 
skull and crossbones painted on one side 
It has two wheels and is drawn by 
three or four mules tandem. The Span­ 
ish hearse is the most gorgeous affair I 
ever saw', and would throw' any of Bar 
num ’s circus wagons in tho shade. 
“ The Spanish priests are the worst op­ 
pressors cf the Cubans. Their demands 
financially upon the people are some­ 
thing awful 
Baptisms cost from $7 to 
$10, weddings $50 to $75 and funeral 
services from $25 to $50. 
In addition 
there is a fee to be paid to the judge 
and recorders, and in case of a finn ral 
rent for the grave has to bepaid. If the 
rent is not paid the bones are taken up 
and placed in a corner. In every ceme­ 
tery there is a pile of bones of delin­ 
quent tenants. ’—Chicago Record.

A t th e F orster float the supply is 
equally small, a n d it is probible the 
amount, will be sold w ithin a few davs 
T h e E nterprise Coal com pany will be 
out ot coal by tom orrow evening.

Down on the coast of N ew Jersey, op 
posite the Galilee life saving station, 
there stands a building which for a year 
hasbeen the sceneof interesting experi­ 
m ents regarding the power w hich may 
be obtained by proper m achinery from 
the waves of the ocean. 
Some effort;- 
have bei n m ade in this line before, and 
w here only small am ounts of power 
were w anted these have been successful 
Only a few miles below Galilee, at 
Ocean Groves is a plant for this pur 
pose, where a water wheel is driven b y 
the wash of the waves, and this, in 
turn, pum ps up w ater for a bathing es 
ta bushm ent 
The Galilee p lan t is estab­ 
lished l y the Ocean Pow er com pany of 
New York to t e s t an invention of Her 
bort E. Rider, upon the success of which 
will depend tho value of the $5,000,000 
at which tho company is capitalized. 
Mr. R id er’s device for g athering w’ave 
power and transm itting it to land is ii 
the line of the most recent of such en­ 
deavors both in the U nited States and 
abroad,-an*l is not unlike, except in dt 
tail, the m achine which bas been experi­ 
m ented w ith in England off thecoast at 
Dover. 
The peculiar feature of tiles- 
m achines is th a t they are operated b\ 
the waves ju s t as small children operate 
th a t ancient wooden toy, the monte} 
on a stick. 
One can easily understand th a t if you 
could securely plant in the ocean an up 
rig h t spar like the stick on which tin 
monkey w orks and then p u t about this 
like the piece you take bold of to won 
the monkey, a buoy free to work uj 
and down w ith the rise and fall of the 
waves, this buoy could be connected 
w ith a pum p, an air compressor or oth 
er m achinery and made to d o work. The 
violence of the sea in tim es of storm 
renders it 
im practicable actually to 
plant such staffs, but the sam e effect is 
accomplished by taking advantage ol 
the fact th a t the wave action does not 
extend m any feet below the surface 
Down at a depth where the waters lie 
in com parative quiet is sunk a great 
flat plate of m etal whose broad surfaces 
kt'ep it practically stationary against 
the rising and falling pressures of the 
moving floats above. Such a plate forms 
the base of Mr. R ider’s wave power ma 
chine. 
R ising from this is a tw o story i Ij 
L O R E E , 
framework, w hich carries at the first 
story a s e t ’of steel tankaof size sufficient 
to float the whole device, while at the 
crown of the machine, and held ju st on* 
of water, is th e cylinder of an a ir pum p 
In the central space left between the 
tanks is a pear shaped buoy, which is 
free to rise and fall in guides, and this 
is rigidly connected w ith the piston rod 
of the air p um p above. 
In the experim ents a t Galilee a m a­ 
chine of this sort was used w hich weighs 
only a few hundred pounds and has an 
air cylinder only 8 inches in diameter 
and about 2 ^ feet long. 
This was an 
chored about 650 feet offshore and con 
nected w ith the shore by m eans of a 
quarter inch gas pipe, which was simply 
laid on the sand of the ocean bed. 
The 
direct connection between the machine 
and the pipe w as by means of a flexible 
robber tube. W ith this little m achine a 
constant supply of air compressed to 
about 20 pounds to the square inch was 
kept np a t th e house ashore, where a 
small engine w as kept ru n n in g by it- 
means. D uring the sum m er a supply of 
highly compressed air was kept up in a 
tan k outside the house, where bicycle 
riders were free to use it to inflate the 
tires of their machines. 
No tests were 
made with the small m achine to deter­ 
m ine the ac tu a l horse power which it 
produced, b n f the company 
is 
now 
bnilding a m achine of large size, which 
will be anchored off the building by 
April I. and w ith this tests will be made 
to determ ine w hether Mr. R id er’s in 
vent ion shall be pushed into cornmer 
elal use or n o t 
This new m achine has an a ir pump 
3 feet in d iam eter and of 
8 ^ feet 
stroke, and th e whole m achine is 22 
feet in height and weighs 13 tons. 
Mr 
Rider proposes to set this to work and 
to have it p um p air through a rnetci 
against a constant pressure and to tak» 
readings of the results every few hours 
At the end of a num ber of months, per 
haps a year, he will have a record which 
will not only show- the value of his m a 
chine, but the average power of wav< 
action through the different seasuqs, all 
of which will be new. 
If it can bt 
shown th a t power can be obtained in 
this way at a reasonable cost. Mr. Hi 
d e r’s visions of coasts lined with flocks 
of his m achines anchored together bkt 
the decoy ducks of the gunner and ah 
pum ping air 
into storage cylinders 
whence it can be used in shops, facto 
ries or houses and made to drive any 
thing from a sew ing machine to electric 
lighting and railroad plants m ay be re 
alized. — New' York Sun.
